HISTORY OF SENTINEL| 





Toronto, Ont., Dec. 6 (CP)—An in- 
‘teresting old Toronto landmark, the 
old red Lighthouse, has found a per- 
manent location on Fleet Street near 
the site of the approach of the old 
Western Channel through which it 
guided thousands of ships in the early 
days of Toronto Harbor, It will serve 
to commemorate the days of pionerr 
shipping. Owing to reclamation and 
development operations it now stands 
far back from the lake front. 

The lUghthouse is one of the oldest 
historical landmarks on Toronto har- 
bor, built. in 1661, it has, during its 
50 years of active operation, guided up 
ward of 300,000 vessels of all kinds 


There is a wealth of interest at- 
tached to this old silent sentinel. If 
it could speak surely it could relate 
some thrilling tales of shipwreck, loss 
of lifé’ and herole rescue, Of the 
steamer Queen City in 1885, and of 
the schooner Royal Tar In 1856, both 
of which, in their efforts to reacn 
the safety of the harbor during ! 


into, and ‘out of ‘Toronto: harbor, 


heavy gale, ran aground in the chan- 
nel at the entrance to. the harbor, and 
thelr old hulls remained a menace 
to mariners for some years. ' 

‘How the rival steamers Turbinia and 
Macassa crashed together opposite 
Queens Wharf in August, 1906, when, 
of four vessels secking shelter. only 
one, the schooner Van Straubenzie, 
succeeded in navigating the , Western 
Entrance. 

Of the other three, how the steam 
barge Resolute, In command of then- 
famous “Cap” Sullivan, foundered s 
short distance west of Queen's Whar!, 
while her consort, the P. B. Locke, 
and the three-masted _ schooner St. 
Louls, realizing that the shallowness 
of the Western entrance made it im- 
possible for them to reach the harbor, 
anchored, intending to ‘ide out the 
storm, only to find that their anchors 
were dragging, and that they were 
slowly. but_surely_ drifting on to a lee 
shore. ; 

Tow ifebelts were served out on 
board the Resolute, and the two ure- | 
boats launched, one of which cap-! 
sized with’ the loss of five lives. How 
“Cap” Sullivan, clinging to the can- 
vass top of a cabin was driven through 
the channel. to the Northern Eleva- 
tor Wharf, where he was rescued by 
the night watchman. 

How at midnight the life-boat, in 
tow of the tug Magsle R, Mitchell, 
made two trips and rescued the crews 
of P. B. Locke and St. Louls. These

In 
that brief period Canada has achieved 
a degree of development quite urprece- 
dented. Not in one or two directions. 
but practically In all, remarkable ma- 
terlal progress has occurred—in agri- 
culture, in many lines of manufactur- 


ing. in miping, forestry, trading, water 
power uction and building con- 
struction, 


During the carly part of the past 
year, business, generally speaking, in 
nearly al! lines remained active and 
there was no serious check during the 
first ten months. Possibly the greatest 
advance in any direction was In min- 
ing. During the summer I had an op- 
portunity of visiting, together with oth- 
er Directors, four of the great plants 
of the country, namely, the British Em- 
pire Steel at Sydney, International 
Nickelat Sudbury, Algoma Steel at the 
Soo, and the Consolidated Minirg & 
Smelting Campany.at Trail. One m mus? 
visit. these enormous developments | to 
realize what they mean to the districts 
in which they are situated; to transpor. 
tation interests, and to subsidiary in- 
terests all over the country. 

So far as the banks are con-erned, 
another favorable feature of the situa- 
tion was the unprecedentedly high 
rate for money in.New York, the rate 
running as high as 10 to 15% for lorg 

periods. _ No special advantage was 
taken of this by Canadian banks, as 
the business of -the country was co 
active that their money was fully em-

+ Washington, D.C., Dec, 17, — The 
Christmas tree for young Uncle Sam 
from his cousins pasture lot in Can- 
ada is expected by officials at the De- 
partment of Commerce to be as*big as 
ever this year. Last year It cost abour 
$350,000.

They think. that nothing can be which is 
not comprehensible by their little minds. Ah 
minds, Virgin’2, whether they be men's or child- 
ren’s, are little.

As we grow older we neglect exercise 
Usually we look upon it as a bore, n 
bethersome thing for which we have 
no time te spare. 

But especially in middle life shoutd 
we try to overcome our lethargy, if 
not our downright laziness ‘and realize 
that the gains from exercise far out 
weigh the trouble it may take to put 
a systematic programme pf exercise 
through. 

There is real joy in exercising the 
muscles sufficiently to produce at least 
a mild perspiration and to follow this 
with a warm shower, thrn cold, and 
lastly 2 rub down or massage if pos- 
sible, 

And if such a procedure be carried 
cut, say three times & week, the fol- 


lowing general salutary effects may be}.

«(D The circulation is speeded up and 
thereby more waste {s eliminated from 
the bedy While at the same time slug- 
gish organs and tissues are supplied 
with, more oxygen and nourishment. 

(2) Digestion is alded. ~ You are 
likely to eat more heartily if the ap- 
petite has been poor. You also use up 
more of the food tsken. in. 

{3) The heart muscle {s strengthen- 
ed. This comes in handy in time ot 
emergency, running for a car or up- 
Stairs or at unexpected times when a 
show of unusual strength Is required. 

(4) The muscles of the body gencr- 
ally are kept in good condition. They 
are prevented from wasting. 

(5) The abdomen is kept down in 
size and the body tissues are prevented 
frcm_ laying dowp ‘excessive fat de- 
posits.
